HE  question  of  international  peace  is 
one  that  concerns  not  only  statesmen 
and  politicians,  but  also  parents  and 
teachers  in  every  land.  International  trea¬ 
ties,  organizations  and  reduction  of  arma¬ 
ments  will  be  ineifective  if  there  is  not  in 
every  country  an  international  and  peace- 
minded  public.  And  it  is  the  boys  and 
girls  of  today  who  will  form  the  public 
opinion  of  tomorrow. 

One  of  the  ways  in  which  you  can  foster 
this  new  international  attitude  in  children 
is  by  the  selection  of  toys.  Give  construc¬ 
tive  toys  that  tmll  help  build  character  and 
stimulate  imagination,  such  as  building 
blocks,  tools,  mechanical  and  chemical  sets, 
paints  and  plasticene.  Avoid  toys  that  sug¬ 
gest  destruction  and  enmity  and  misrepre¬ 
sent  the  facts  of  history  and  modem  war¬ 
fare,  such  as  arms,  toy  soldiers  and  uni¬ 
forms.  Give  books,  pictures,  toys  and 
games  that  treat  of  the  children  of  other 
lands,  of  the  great  treasures  of  natural 
beauty  and  art  enjoyed  by  all  peoples. 
Encourage  the  use  of  toys  that  stress  the 
rapid  advances  in  science  and  invention 
which  have  made  the  world  a  unit  and 
which  teach  the  economic  interdependence 
of  nations.
